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City Council Meets to Discuss 





Renovation of the Center Mall

~ “Fhe— Anti <1s;7. <said 
Councilmember Thomas White, 
“that there are two Centers. The 
Center that the old-timers remem- 
ber from 1937, and the Center of 
the last 30 years. It’s become a 
good public place — a comfort- 
able place to be.” 

White was describing the 
Roosevelt Center, as it is called 
today, the original shopping mall 
of old Greenbelt. He spoke at a 
work session the Greenbelt City 
Council held on January 28 with 
Celia Wilson, the city’s Director 
of Planning, and Sharon Bradley- 
Papp, the landscape architect 
hired to draw up new plans for 
the Roosevelt Center's renova- 
tion, 

‘In fact, this presentation would 
be the third effort by Bradley- 
Papp to come up with a design 
that would win citizen approval. 
She had in hand two sketches, 
both variants of a former Plan 2 
that she had shown at an earlier 
council meeting. One of three 
plans offered at that time, Plan 2 
had been the least elaborate, and 
closest to the 1937 design. On 
the current occasion she was 
seeking input from council before 
creating a more finished design 
scheme. 

Mayor Antoinette Bram sym- 
pathized with her, however, for 
having to go back so often, liter- 
ally, to the drawing board; but 


Bradley-Papp demurred. She as- 
sured the mayor that she most 
wanted to find “what the people 
of Greenbelt feel comfortable 
with.” It was important to her, 
she said, as well as to the citi- 
zens, to keep working with the 
project until they were satisfied. 
As Wilson said in introducing 
the work session, its purpose was 
to move toward final design ap- 
proval and to put the renovation 
effort into the capital projects list. 
Because of deterioration of the

bomanite pavement in the mall 
and the poor condition of the 
Bradford pear trees, most of 
which have reached their maxi- 
mum life expectancy, some reno- 
vation of the Center has become 
mandatory. In fact, two trees 
have already been cut down be- 
cause they posed a danger to per- 
sons walking there. | 
Reaching for 1937 Design 
Although everyone in the 
room agreed that the original 
mall design could never be 
wholly revisited, primarily be- 
cause the presence of trees for 
shade in more recent times has 


seemed its most attractive feature, 
Bradley-Papp had in other ways 
tried to reproduce the 1937 lay- 
out. At that time only low 
hedges and patches of green lawn 
had brought living plants into the 
area, Another irreversible differ- 
ence between then and now has 
been the later construction of the 
Co-op store, on the one side, and 
the doctors’ offices on the other. 
Bradley-Papp’s new design 
features a set of stairs leading to 
the rear parking lot, placing them 
in their original position directly 
behind the mother-child statue. 
This configuration will make the 
statue once again the central focal 
point, she pointed out. Thus the 
current steep stairway adjacent to 
the Co-op would be removed. 
Six panels set in the floor of 
the mall would replicate in shape, 
if not in materials, of the original 
Center design. In one version 
two paved panels closest to the 
statue would be without trees or 
furniture, thus providing a clear 
view of the statue. In 1937 these 
panels were grass. But after con- 
sulting. with city horticulturist Bull 
Phelan, Bradley-Papp decided that 


stretches of lawn in the much-— 


used Center would be too expen- 
sive to maintain. She suggested 
instead a form of pavement. 

The other two pairs of floor- 
ing panels were approximately 
the same in both new versions.

Council Reviews CRAB Ideas 
To Promote Cultural Diversity

_ Can tolerance in Greenbelt be 
better achieved through activities 
emphasizing unity or activities 
_ emphasizing diversity? This was 
the question which faced the 
Greenbelt City Council during its 
January 28 worksession on cul- 
tural diversity. 

A short exchange at the end 
of the meeting revealed the diffi- 
culty of deciding such matters. 
Councilmember Judith Davis sug- 


gested that a good way to make . 


ethnic Greenbelters feel more 
welcome in the city would be to 
hold foreign language classes so 
that other Greenbelters could be- 
come acquainted with their cul- 
tures. Mayor Antoinette Bram 
responded that she thought it 
would be better to hold classes in 
English, since knowing English 
would allow ethnic Greenbelters 
to get to know what community 
activities were taking place. 

Throughout the evening, the 
councilmembers struggled to 
reach a consensus in this matter. 
The worksession took place in 
order to discuss a report on cul- 
tural diversity by the Community 
Relations Advisory Board 
(CRAB), and the board’s goals 
encompassed both sides of the is- 
sue. 


CRAB Proposes Goals 

CRAB said that it wished to 
“increase understanding and en- 
courage tolerance among 
Greenbelt residents; help 
Greenbelters appreciate cultural 
diversity and the strength it can 
provide to a community; encour- 
age school-community unity; fo- 
cus on commonalities rather than 
differences.” At the suggestion 
of Councilmember Thomas 
White, the city will consider 
adopting these as its own goals. 

CRAB also made nine recom- 
mendations that fell into the fol- 
lowing categories: (1) Greenbelt 
Day should be broadened in its 
scope and location. (2) A com- 
munity calendar should be regu- 
larly published to let people 
know what activities are occur- 
ring in the city. (3) Welcome 
kits should be given to new 
Greenbelters to acquaint them 
with the community. (4) The city 
should educate its citizens about 
Greenbelt’s ethnic groups through 
films, lectures, and ethnic partici- 
pation in the Labor Day Parade. 

CRAB member Ted Mecum 
began the meeting by suggesting 
that Greenbelt Day should be 
made part of a “heritage week” 
celebrating the community’s di- 
versity. The Rev. Daniel Hamlin 


of the Greenbelt Community 
Church, who is a member of 


CRAB, suggested that Greenbelt 


Day could become a day in 
which citizens “re-incorporate” 
themselves, in order to “stress the 
fact that we continue to be a 
community every year.” 
Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts worried, though, that if a 
heritage week was added to 
Greenbelt Day, it would “water 
down both of them.” Roberts 


added, “Greenbelt Day is to me a_ 


day to celebrate the incorporation 
and planning of the town... . I 
think it would be better to have a 
[separate] Greenbelt Cultural 

Day.” 
Bram argued, though, that “to 
reinvent [Greenbelt Day] 
wouldn't hurt.” It might bring 
more people to it.” She asked 
City Manager Michael 
McLaughlin to look into the mat- 
ter. McLaughlin also indicated 
that the city staff has been con- 
sidering holding Greenbelt Day 
events outside of Old Greenbelt, 
as CRAB suggested in its report. 
The idea of a community cal- 
endar received unanimous support 
from the councilmembers, who 
discussed how the calendar could 
be compiled and distributed.

Goddard in Running 


For Quality Award 


Congressman Steny Hoyer 
joined Maryland Senators Barbara 
Mikulski and Paul Sarbanes in 
congratulating the Goddard Space 
Flight Center for its recent nomi- 
nation for the prestigious 
President’s Quality Award. 
Goddard is among nine other fi- 
nalists nominated for the award, 
which is given to the federal or- 
ganization that exemplifies the 
highest standards in overall per- 
formance and efficiency.

“This announcement under- 
scores what many of us have 
known for a long time — that 
the Goddard Space Flight Center 
is a top-quality facility with a 
top-quality work force,” Sarbanes 
said.

Explore Genetics 

On Friday, February 14, Asso- 
ciate Professor Audrey J. Barnett 
of the University of Maryland 
will speak at Explorations Unlim- 
ited on human genetics and gene- 
alogy. Professor Barnett, who 
earned her undergraduate degree 
at Wilson College in Pennsylva- 
nia and her. graduate degree in 
zoology at Indiana University, has 
taught at the university since 
January 1972.

A sample of DNA can 
now find out which gene is the 
cause of a disease like 
Huntington’s and why a person 
gets the symptoms. Screening 1s 
possible to see if individuals are 
at risk themselves or at risk of 
transmitting the genetically-linked 
disease.

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Following the Trash Trail

In the past four weeks, city 
refuse and recycling customers 
have diverted 59 tons from the 
landfill by setting out materials 
for recycling. This amount 
equals 33 percent of all the 
waste generated in Greenbelt 
that would have gone to the 
Sandy Hill Landfill. Instead, it 
has been recycled and made 
into new products. 

Have you ever wondered 
where our recyclables go? 
Each recycling day, city collec- 
tors empty their trucks at 
Georgetown Paper in 
Bladensburg. Mixed paper, 
comprising magazines, newspa- 
pers, paperboard, junk mail, 
corrugated cardboard and phone 
books, is made into a variety of 
new products. Newspaper 
alone is sent to the best pa: ‘ing 
market available, where it is 
turned into fire retardant insula- 
tion. Greenbelt’s other paper 
and cardboard are sent to 
Sunoco, Georgetown’s parent 
company, where the paper is 
made into. new ~ cardboard 
boxes. 

Aluminum cans are sent to 
Alcoa to be made into new 
cans,.which can return to the 
grocer’s shelf as new, filled 
cans in as little as 90 days af- 
ter collection. Greenbelt’s glass 
bottles. are sent to Owens 
Brockway in Goldsboro, North 
Carolina, where they are used 
to make window panes or an 
additive for other, glass prod- 
ucts. Our #1 plastics, those 
PET bottles like 2-liter soda 
bottles, are sent to Wellman in 
. New. Jersey, where they are 
made into fibers for clothing. 
(Patagonia is one company, for 
example, that sells clothing 
made from plastic bottles.) 
Georgetown sells our #2 HDPE 
plastic bottles to the Ensley 
Corporation, which brokers 
baled bottles to several different 
mills. Some mills may make 
carpet fibers or plastic lumber 
out of the same plastic bottles 
you leave in your yellow recy- 
cling bin. HDPE#2 bottles are 
shampoo and detergent and one 
gallon milk jugs. 

The city is paid $5 per ton 
for mixed paper delivered to 
Georgetown. For the past four 
weeks, therefore, Georgetown 
Paper will pay the city $216.20 
for our 43.24 tons of paper. 
The city generates no revenue 
for the cans and bottles col- 
lected; however, we save $49 
per ton for all recyclables by 
avoiding dumping fees at the 
landfill. 

Always remember to buy re- 
cycled content products when at 
the grocery store or office sup- 
plier. Also support companies 
that make toilet tissue or printer 
paper from the supply of re- 
cycled papers available. Mixed 
paper that you set out for recy- 


cling may be in the paperboard 


of the next Cheerios box you 
purchase. Requesting recycled 
content products from the man- 
agers of the stores you shop in 
will help improve the demand 
for the paper you set out for 
collection. 

Remember also to donate all 
usable household items to char- 
ity to reduce the amount of 
waste set out for collection. To 
get rid of old couches,. usable 
mattresses or furniture, call the 
American Rescue Workers 
(301-336-6200) or the Salvation 
Army (301-277-7878) to sched- 


! 


ule a collection at your home. 
Visit the city’s Donation Drop- 
Off the second Saturday of ev- 
ery month behind City Hall to 
donate old clothes, toys and 
small household items. Collec- 
tions take place between 9 a.m. 
and noon and all contributions 
are tax deductible. The next 
Donation Drop-Off is February 
8. Every little bit that each 
resident contributes toward di- 
verting solid waste from the 
landfill really counts. 

The 179.5 tons of refuse that 
Greenbelt City residents sent to 
the landfill this past month 
have been buried forever, never 
to be used again. Fortunately, 
we recycle and can turn a lot 
of what we do not need any 
more into new products. The 
Public Works Department esti- 
mates that 80% of all residents 
participate in recycling and that 
60% of residents set out mate- 
rials on any given day. Thank 
you for a great participation 
rate!

Greenbelt’s first community 
New Year’s celebration was a 
multi-generational party that took 
over the Community Center and 
was attended by some 700 
people. A contra band played for 
dancing in the auditorium, there 
were musical acts at the New 
Deal cafe, and face painting and 
bingo for kids, an African dance 
troupe from the Thomas Pullen 
School, and a Double-Dutch exhi- 
bition and “clinic” spilled over 
into the halls and classrooms. 

The idea for a Greenbelt New 
Year’s celebration originated with 
Hilliard, an instrument manager 
at Goddard Space Flight Center 
who has lived in Greenbelt since 
1985.

E-Mail Tax Is Faster, Cheaper 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L, Goldstein says his of- 
fice is joining with the profes- 
sional tax preparer community 
in Campaigning to encourage 
taxpayers-to “Just Ask” about 
electronic filing. About 50% of 
Maryland taxpayers use a pro- 
fessional tax preparer to com- 
plete their. income tax returns. 

“Electronic filing benefits ev- 
eryone,” Goldstein said. “Tax- 
payers get their refunds quicker, 
tax preparers receive acknowl- 
- edgment that the return is re- 
ceived, and all taxpayers benefit 
because the system saves tax- 
payer dollars,” Goldstein said. 

The Comptroller noted that 
even taxpayers who owe addi- 
tional taxes can benefit from 
electronic filing. “They can 
have their return submitted 
when it’s ready, but pay later. 
We’ll send them a bill that 
doesn’t need to be paid until 
April 15,” Goldstein said. 

Studies show that, even dur- 
ing the heaviest days of the fil- 


ing season, valid electronically 
filed’ returns generate a refund 
check within 24-hours. During 
the April 15 rush, priority in 
processing paper returns is 
given to those including checks. 
Nearly 75% of Maryland in- 
come tax returns generate a re- 
fund, 

“Electronic filing is much 
more efficient. It costs about 
one-fifth as much to process an 
electronic return as a paper 
one,” the Comptroller said. 

To find our how to file a re- 
turn electronically, just ask a 
professional tax preparer. Often 
this additional service is free. 
And if people complete their 
Own returns, a participating 
preparer can transmit both their 
federal. and state income tax re- 
turns for a fee.

Changes in Maryland 
Tax Returns Listed 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein has advised tax- 
payers that the 1996 Maryland In- 
come tax booklet, mailed to all tax- 
payers, contains a number of 
changes which affect many of them. 

This. year there is a new label 
which includes the taxpayer’s 


_name, address, and social security 


number. This label is now on the 
inside front cover of the booklet. 
The label should be affixed to the 
completed state return, if the infor- 
mation is correct. Using the label 
speeds refund checks. 

A second change to the tax 
booklet places the most frequently 
used forms in the front of the 
booklet, making them easier to 
find. 

Another change is that Form 
502PE for senior citizens was 
eliminated this year, which will 
eliminate more than 100,000 
pieces of paper from 1996 Mary- 
land tax returns, according to 
Goldstein. Taxpayers no longer 
need to file a separate form to 
claim the pension exclusion, which 
was increased to a maximum of 


$14,400 for 1996. They simply 
complete a worksheet in the in- 
structions and enter the result on 
the Maryland long form. 
Volunteer firefighters and other 


qualified rescue or emergency | 


medical personnel, for the first 
time, may subtract $3,000 from 
their taxable income on their 1996 
Maryland return if they are certi- 
fied by a Maryland fire, rescue, or 
emergency services organization. 
The certification must be attached 
to the income tax return. 

Parents who adopted a child in 
1996 through a public or non- 
profit adoption agency may deduct 
up to $3,000 in expenses for 
adopting a child with special 
needs, or up to $2,000 for adopt- 
ing a child without special needs. 
Additionally, some businesses may 
qualify for a new tax credit for 
creating jobs. This credit applies 
to those business entities that have 
been certified by the Secretary of 
Business and Economic Develop- 
ment as having created 60 quali- 
fied positions or 30 high-paying 
qualified positions. 


Tax Offices Open On Presidents Day 


State tax offices in New 
Carrollton and Upper Marlboro 
will remain open to offer free 
state income tax help on Monday, 
February 17, when most other 
government offices will be closed 
in observance of Presidents Day. 
Assistance will be provided from 
8 am.- 5 p.m. The hours and 
phone numbers of these offices 
are listed on the back of the tax 
booklet mailed to taxpayers. 

Residents can get walk-in tax 


assistance, state tax forms and 
even have state employees com- 
plete their state returns free of 
charge. To obtain this last ser- 
vice, residents should bring a 
completed copy of their federal 
return and all W-2 statements. 
Taxpayers can also e-mail state 
tax questions to the Comptroller’s 
Office (taxhelp@comp.state.md. 
us) or visit the state website 
(www.comp.state.md.us).

There would be low hedges on 
three sides of those closest to 
Centerway, with the open edge 
providing access to benches and 
tables. White felt that the open- 
ing should be on the outside, 
closest to the store fronts, so that 
users of the spaces would not be 
tempted to break through the 
hedge. All councilmembers 
seemed to concur that planned 
openings in strategic locations in 
the hedges would be desirable. 
Council Responses 

In responding to the two 
sketches Bradley-Papp presented, 
every member of council opted 
for the first, which White labeled 
“minimalist.” Members of the 
community were “concerned and 
fearful of changes,” Council- 
member Edward Putens said. 

The mayor agreed. People 
want to keep the feeling and 
look of the place the way it is, 
she said. “There’s a certain 
fear that the look of the city 
would be changed.” On the 
other hand, she urged that re- 
pair of the statue itself should 
be “the Number One concern.” 
The second should be replace- 
ment of the bomanite and of the 
trees, as they die. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts was particularly adamant that 
the set of stairs to the lower level 
not be replaced. “Why spend 
money to replace them?” he 
asked. “J can’t see a grand en- 
trance (to the Center) that comes 
up to the statue from behind,” he 
continued, “As it is, the entire 
area 1s trashed,” he charged, by 
loiterers who hang around the 
Center at night.” 

Phasing in Renovation 

Throughout the- discussion, 
members of council had their 
eyes on the potential costs of re- 
doing the Center. Each one in 
turn talked of “phasing in” the 


= 


renovation. Yet that concept 
raised its own problems. 

“How can we replace it in 
pieces?” Councilmember Judith 
Davis asked. “How can we re- 
place the shea piecemeal?” 

Bradley-Papp agreed. “From 
a construction standpoint, how 
could it be phased in? I would 
recommend pulling the band aid 
off quickly,” she said. 

Her image appealed to the 
councilmembers, and to GHI’s 
president, Alan Turnbull, who at- 
tended the meeting on his own 
behalf and not as representing the 
housing cooperative. It would be 
better, he suggested, to face the 
upheaval all at once and finish 
with it than to drag it out over a 
long period of time. 

Virginia Beauchamp suggested 
that council reconsider the idea 
of keeping the present steep stair- 
case along the Co-op wall. “It is 
ugly,” she pointed out, “and it is 
dangerous—especially with an 
aging population.” 


After Bradley-Papp prepares 


her finished design, she will be 
invited to present it at a full pub- 
lic hearing at a regular city coun- 
cil meeting.

The Board of Directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc. (GHI) 
met on January 23.

Welcome kits were also consid- 
ered a good idea, and 
McLaughlin indicated that staff 
had been considering such kits 
for several years. The problem 
was finding the money, he said. 
CRAB suggested that businesses 
might be willing to sponsor the 
kits, and Davis added that indi- 
vidual Greenbelt communities 
might want to create their own 
kits with the help of the city. 

Council also agreed to look 
into the question of foreign films 
and lectures, to encourage greater 
ethnic participation in the Labor 
Day festivities, and to consider 
holding city council meetings out- 
side of Old Greenbelt. 

Problem of Racism 

Abby Crowley argued that 
CRAB’s suggestions only dealt 
with surface issues. “No amount 
of tasting other people’s food and 
no amount of listening to other 
people’s songs will get to the 
problem, because the problem is 
racism,” she said. Crowley stated 
that the city needs to sponsor “re- 
ally intense discussions” on rac- 
ism. Later in the meeting, 
Crowley also suggested that the 
city should actively search out 
people of color to serve on com- 
mittees. ) 

In response to Crowley’s criti- 
cisms, Bram asked CRAB mem- 
ber Booker Hughes, who is 
black, whether he believed 
Greenbelt was a racist commu- 
nity. Hughes responded that he 
had encountered racism during 
his time in Greenbelt, but he had 
also encountered tolerance. He 
added that he has seen a change 
in Greenbelt during his 28 years 














here which “tells me that 
Greenbelt is moving toward the 
kind of ideal that was projected 
by those who founded 
Greenbelt.” 

Hughes said that his “pet 
peeve” is not blatant racism. 
Crime in Greenbelt, he said, 
“tends toward one or two ethnic 
groups. This is very unfortunate. 
I think we should be working to- 
ward getting rid of crime.” 

The Rev. Whit Hutchison, pas- 
tor of the Mowatt Memorial 
United Methodist Church, also felt 
that the city was pursuing the 
wrong goals. Following the dis- 
cussion of a community calendar, 
Hutchison said, “What really 
changes attitudes — and, in the 
long run, behavior — is not infor- 
mation.” If ethnic activities are 
publicized in a calendar, he said, 
“those people who have already 
decided that diversity is a great 
thing will participate; those people 
who fear diversity won't come.” 

Instead, he suggested, the city 
should concentrate on sponsoring

activities that are not necessarily 
concerned with issues of cultural 
diversity, but that would bring 
together people from different 


backgrounds. Hutchison told the 
story of how his parents tried to 
encourage cultural awareness in 
the small town where they live. 
All of their attempts failed until 
the town become involved in a 
Habitat for Humanity project in 
which residents gathered together 
in order to build houses for the 
poor. “Some of the most outspo- 
ken, racist people came out and 
hammered nails,” said Hutchison. 
The project forced such people 
to become acquainted with com- 
munity members of other back- 
grounds. 

“T think that we understand 
people when we do something to- 
gether,” Hutchison concluded. 
“Some smaller-scale projects in 
which people would in some way 
get together to do something, 
maybe not having anything di- 
rectly to do with racism, can have 
the by-product of helping people 
know each other.” Such projects, 
he said, might help Greenbelters 
“cross the lines in the sand.”
